On August 23, 2006, at approximately 1625 hours, Sergeants Tim Carr, Leonard 
McCray and Lieutenant Ricky Jennings of Internal Affairs Bureau responded to Flower 
Street and Virginia Avenue, Lakewood (Lakewood Sheriff's Station area) regarding a 
Deputy-Involved Hit Shooting. Sheriff's Homicide Bureau Investigators Phillip Guzman 
and Boyd Zumwalt responded to the location and took control of the criminal 
investigation. 


On August 23, 2006 at approximately 1516 hours, an armed robbery occurred at the 
“Access Cellular " store located at 9541 Flower Street in the city of Bellflower. Suspects 
Christopher Hines, Male Black 43, and Dwayne Smith, Male Black 20, entered the 
location and robbed the victims of seven hundred dollars, miscellaneous jewelry, shoes, 
and cellular phone accessories. Suspect Hines carried a knife and Suspect Smith 
simulated a handgun in his waistband. 


The Suspects exited the location and entered a U-Haul truck driven by Suspect John 
English, Male Black 43. The Suspects’ vehicle drove westbound Flower Street away 
from the location. The victim called Lakewood Sheriffs Department and advised them 
of the armed robbery and gave a description of the Suspects and their vehicle. 


Lakewood Sheriff's Station deputies initiated a Code 9 (Surveillance Mode) on the 
Suspects’ vehicle while they were stopped for the red signal at the intersection of 
westbound Flower Street and Clark Avenue. The Suspects’ vehicle proceeded 
westbound Flower Street and abruptly stopped approximately two hundred and forty- 
three feet east of Virginia Avenue. 


As the deputies began giving commands to the driver and sole occupant of the vehicle 
(Suspect English), they saw the rear cargo door of the U-Haul truck was open slightly, 
allowing them to see the tennis shoes of the Suspects (Hines and Smith) walking 
around in the cargo area. The deputies ordered the Suspects in the cargo area to raise 
the rear door and exit the vehicle. The Suspects exited and were ordered to lay on the 
ground. The Suspects began to lie on the ground and then jumped up and ran 
westbound Flower Street. 


Suspect Hines ran a few feet, turned northbound, and climbed over a chain link fence 
into a Ramona Elementary School yard. Suspect Smith continued running westbound 
on Flower Street toward Virginia Avenue. Deputy David Joyce was blocking traffic at 
the intersection of Flower Street and Virginia Avenue to stop oncoming traffic from 
being involved with the felony traffic stop. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -1- SH 2177347 


Deputy Joyce exited his vehicle, pointed his weapon at Suspect Smith and ordered him 
to stop. Suspect Smith looked at Deputy Joyce and continued to run with his left hand 
in his pocket. Deputy Joyce ordered Suspect Smith to remove his hands from his 
pocket. Suspect Smith complied for a moment, then continued running with his hand in 
his pocket onto northbound Virginia Avenue. Deputy Joyce followed Suspect Smith 
northbound on Virginia Avenue. 


As Deputy Joyce was following Suspect Smith, Deputy Gadut turned onto northbound 
Virginia Avenue driving his radio car. Deputy Gadut drove on the far east side of 
Virginia Avenue, paralleling Deputy Joyce as he was following Suspect Smith in the 
middle of the street. Suspect Smith looked back at Deputy Joyce as he was running 
and had his left hand in his left pocket. 


Suspect Smith reached deeper into his left pocket and continued to look at Deputy 
Joyce. Deputy Joyce, believing Suspect Smith was going to retrieve a handgun, fired 
two rounds from his weapon at the Suspect. The rounds missed the Suspect and he 
continued to run away. Deputy Gadut heard the two gunshots and continued to drive 
along the east side of Virginia Avenue. 


As Suspect Smith was running, he turned toward the west side of Virginia and ran on to 
the driveway of a residence. Suspect Smith made a quick turning motion to his left, 
with his left hand inside his left pocket and faced Deputy Joyce. Deputy Joyce, again 
believing Suspect Smith was going to retrieve a handgun, fired two rounds from his 
handgun and struck the Suspect on his right wrist and right thigh. 


The Suspect immedially fell to the ground. Deputy Gadut handcuffed him without 
further incident as Deputy Joyce provided cover. The Suspect was transported to Long 
Beach Memorial where he was treated for his injuries. All three Suspects were arrested 
for Armed Robbery and Burglary. Refer to Exhibit A, Homicide Book pages 1 through 
38 for the criminal and supplemental reports.

Suspect Smith sustained 2 gunshot wounds to the following areas: 
One (1) gunshot wound to his right wrist (through and through, non-fatal) 
One (1) gunshot wound to his right thigh (through and through, non-fatal) 


Suspect Smith was treated for his injuries at Long Beach Memorial Hospital by Doctors 
Gupta and Heard. The injuries were not life threatening and Suspect Smith was listed 
in stable condition. No bullets were located inside Suspect Smith's body. Suspect 
Smith was given an okay to book and transported back to Lakewood Sheriff's Station. 


Suspect Smith was treated at the scene by Emergency Medical Technicians Morise and 


Erbe, Unit 3208. Refer to Exhibit A, inside the Homicide Book pages 18-19 and 167- 
168 for supplemental report and doctors observation on Suspect Smith's injuries.

HOMICIDE INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 


The physical evidence at the shooting scene (location of the deputy's shell casings, 
bullet hole damage to the garage, evidence recovered at the scene) appears to be 
consistent with the deputies’ versions of the event. Refer to Homicide Book, Exhibit A, 
pages 78-84 for Homicide’s Supplemental Report of the scene. Also, refer to Exhibit B 
for photographs of the scene. There were no weapons recovered from Suspect Smith. 
The following items were recovered from Suspect Smith at the scene of the shooting, 
one (1) Monster Cable cord, the victim's wallet, and cell phone. Refer to Exhibit A, 
Homicide Book, page 79 for the items recovered from the suspect at the scene. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 
Joyce, David, Deputy 


Personally owned firearm; Beretta 92F, 9mm, serial E | four (4) rounds of 
duty issued 9mm ammunition were fired. Joyce carried his weapon with fifteen (15) 
rounds in the magazine and one (1) round in the chamber. Following the shooting, he 
had eleven (11) rounds in the magazine and one (1) round in the chamber. Only one 
(1) expended round was accounted for and located at the scene. Refer to Property 
Damage section for additional information. Also refer to the Crime Lab examination of 
Joyce's weapon (Exhibit A, from Homicide Book, lab receipt #J801364, pages 104- 
105).

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The weather was clear, dry and warm approximately 80 degrees at the time of the 
shooting (approximately 1523 hours). There is no mention of the weather conditions 
inside the Homicide Book 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 
Joyce, David, Deputy 


Deputy Joyce was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Phillip Guzman and Boyd 
Zunwalt on Wednesday, August 23, 2006. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, 
pages 63-65. The following is a summary from an Internal Affairs Bureau interview 
conducted by Sergeants Tim Carr and Steve Flamm. 


Deputy Joyce was working overtime in Unit 136 B PM shift, ae. (one 
person unit) on Wednesday, August 23, 2006. Deputy Joyce heard at approximately 
1543 hours, over the Sheriff's radio that an armed robbery had occurred approximately 
one and one half miles from his location. Deputy Joyce drove eastbound Flower Street 
to Clark Avenue and stopped at the intersection. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -6- SH 2177347 


Deputy Joyce saw the Suspects’ vehicle directly across from him on Flower Street, 
facing westbound at the intersection of Clark Avenue and Flower Street. The Suspects’ 
vehicle proceeded westbound on Flower Street with several Sheriffs’ units behind it and 
as they passed him, Deputy Joyce made a U-turn and got behind the other Sheriffs 
units. As the Suspects’ vehicle drove westbound on Flower Street, it stopped abruptly. 


There were several Sheriffs’ units behind the Suspects’ vehicle, and a request was 
made over the Sheriff's radio for a unit to block the eastbound traffic at Flower Street 
and Virginia Avenue. Deputy Joyce acknowledged the request and drove westbound 
Flower Street, past the Suspects’ vehicle and blocked the oncoming traffic. Deputy 
Joyce was aware that driving past the felony traffic stop was dangerous, however, he 
also was concerned for the citizens who were approaching the felony traffic stop from 
eastbound Flower Street at Virginia Avenue. 


Deputy Joyce parked his radio car in the number one lane, with his emergency light on, 
on eastbound Flower Street, at the intersection of Flower Street and Virginia Avenue. 
As Deputy Joyce was inside his car blocking traffic, he was listening to the Sheriff's 
radio and heard that the rear cargo door of the Suspects’ vehicle was opening and two 
Suspects were running westbound Flower Street. Deputy Joyce believed he was a safe 
distances away from the felony traffic stop and also had cover from being inside his 
radio car. 


Deputy Joyce immediaily placed his radio car in reverse and positioned it, on the 
westbound number two lane of Flower Street, to have a better visual of the Suspects 
and cover. Deputy Joyce positioned himself at the rear of his vehicle and saw both 
Supsects running west on the north sidewalk of Flower Street. Suspect Hines climbed 
over the chain link fence that separate Ramona Elementary School from Flower Street. 
Suspect Smith continued to run westbound Flower Street on the north sidewalk. 


As Suspect Smith neared the intersection of Flower Street and Virginia Avenue, he 
placed his left hand inside his left pocket. Deputy Joyce exited from behind his vehicle, 
approximately two to four feet, and pointed his handgun at Suspect Smith ordering him 
to stop and remove his hands from his pockets. Suspect Smith was approximately 
twenty-five to thirty feet away from Deputy Joyce. Deputy Joyce said Suspect Smith 
briefly complied with his commands, slowed down and removed his hand from his 
pocket. 


As Suspect Smith entered the intersection of Flower Street and Virginia Avenue, he 
turned northbound onto Virginia Avenue and again placed his left hand inside his left 
pocket and began to run slowly. As Suspect Smith was running, he was not pumping 
his right arm like someone would be doing if they were sprinting. Also, as Suspect 
Smith was slowly running away, his head turned back toward his left shoulder looking at 
Deputy Joyce following after him. 
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The following quote is from Deputy Joyce’s transcribed interview on pages 24-25. 
Deputy Joyce spoke about seeing the Suspect with his hands in his waistband. 


Getting a gun out. | think he -- when { first -- the first two times 1 order him 1 
thought, you know, he’s gonna comply because, you know, hey, he sees me. 1 
got the drop on him. He's complying. Oh, yeah, okay; you know? And then the 
next time | think, well, he's gonna punk me out but he doesn’t turn his head. It's 
just, you know, he's always concerned where I'm at. He never ever just turns his 
head and runs, all right? He knows he’s got the world there, he saw a bunch of 
police cars so he knows there’s a lot of deputies. Why was he paying attention 
to me, you know? He should have just booked and ran and got on the next 
fence and jumped over whatever, but that didn't seem to be his intention. He 
was always cock-eyed towards me even when | shot down this way, he was 
down there looking at me. His left hand goes in his pocket and he's looking back 
at me. 


Deputy Joyce said as Suspect Smith was slowly running in the middle of northbound 
Virginia Avenue, he was approximately twenty-five to thirty feet behind him. Deputy 
Joyce continually ordered Suspect Smith to stop running and remove his hand from his 
pocket, but he was not complying. Deputy Joyce said his gun was pointed at Suspect 
Smith during the entire time he was following him. 


Deputy Joyce said he was not in foot pursuit with Suspect Smith. He described his 
movements as shuffling his feet back and forth, placing his left foot forward and making 
a slide movement with his rear foot. Deputy Joyce did not transmit any information over 
the Sheriff's radio that he was following Suspect Smith because Sky Knight was 
transmitting three different incidents. Sky Knight was transmitting Suspect Smith 
running on Virginia Avenue, Suspect Hines inside the school yard, and monitoring the 
felony traffic stop. 


The following is a direct quote from pages 45-47 from Deputy Joyce's transcribed 
interview about broadcasting his action on the Sheriff's radio and setting up a 
containment for Suspect Smith. 


Well, that would require radio traffic step in on this traffic already and it would 
just create a problem. | knew at the time | did not need a — | had a complete 
visual of the individual. I did not need to set up containment at that time. He 
was still fluid. He wasn't stationary. He wasn't hunkering down so at that point in 
time, 1 didn't see any -- | knew all it would do is create problems trying to 
broadcast two foot pursuits. You can't broadcast them on the same channel.

No. | just | knew that there was too much radio traffic going on and just because 
you put out traffic doesn't mean you can’t cover something more serious 
happening somewhere else. | had no idea what the deputies were doing and 
they're setting up their own containment and what Aero is directing them to do 
and the guy's coming back around and if the guy's engaging behind the building 
here or something like that, | knew my traffic, even if I'm shooting, is not going to 
be as serious as something else that may be going on. | didn't feel like | was, 
you know, out of control, | needed assistance or anything in like that. [ just, you 
know, | knew, you know, just from the tactics this wasn't nothing new to me. | 
wasn't getting real excited. And so, no, 1, you know, it just takes away your 
proper shooting position when you start using the radio. 


As Deputy Joyce was following Suspect Smith, he thought about using a vehicle that 
was parked on the west side of Virginia Avenue for cover, but another vehicle was 
traveling southbound Virginia Avenue toward where the Suspect was running. Deputy 
Joyce believed if he used the vehicle for cover, it might have placed the vehicle 
traveling southbound Virginia Avenue in jeopardy. Deputy Joyce said the Suspect 
could have car-jacked the vehicle or he could have lost sight of the Suspect. The 
vehicle traveling southbound Virginia Avenue veered toward the west side of Virginia 
Avenue and parked while this incident was happening. 


IAB Note: The vehicle was described as a Maroon Van with at least one 
occupant inside. After the shooting occurred, the van left the location. No other 
information was located. 


As Deputy Joyce continued to follow Suspect Smith, Suspect Smith reached deeper 
into his left pocket while he looked at Deputy Joyce. Deputy Joyce, believing Suspect 
Smith was going to retrieve a gun and shoot him, fired two rapid shots from his duty 
weapon at the Suspect. The rounds did not strike the Suspect. Deputy Joyce said he 
immediately knew the rounds missed because his feet weren't flat on the ground. 


The Suspect continued to run northbound on Virginia Avenue. Deputy Joyce said when 
he fired the first two rounds, there was no one on northbound Virginia Avenue. Deputy 
Joyce saw the school yard on the east side and residential homes on the west side of 
Virginia Avenue. Deputy Joyce said further north on Virginia Avenue he saw residential 
homes on both sides of the street. Deputy Joyce did not see Deputy Gadut's radio car 
the first time he shot at Suspect Smith. 


Deputy Joyce said the Suspect continued to run northbound Virginia Avenue with his 
left hand still inside his left pocket. As the Suspect was running, he veered to the 
westside of Virginia Avenue, toward a garage and looked directly at it. Suspect Smith 
ren on to the driveway of the garage and then planted his left foot, turned his body 
around (in a umpire's type stance), and faced Deputy Joyce. 
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Suspect Smith reached into his waist area with his right hand. Deputy Joyce believed 
that Suspect Smith was going to retrieve a gun and shoot him, so Deputy Joyce fired 
two rounds from his duty weapon and struck Suspect Smith in the right hand and right 
thigh. The Suspect fell to the ground. 


Deputy Joyce said that as he was preparing to shoot, he saw Deputy Gadut's radio car 
for the first time with his peripheral vision on the east side of Virginia Avenue next to 
him. Deputy Joyce said he did not see the deputy, just the front portion of the radio car. 
After the shooting occurred, Deputy Joyce had his duty weapon pointed at the Suspect. 
The Suspect was on the ground with his hands by his head, Deputy Gadut exited his 
radio car and handcuffed the Suspect without further incident. Refer to Exhibit B for 
photographs of the scene and Exhibit C for Deputy Joyce's signed map of the scene. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
Gadut, Patrick, Deputy 


Deputy Patrick was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Phillip Guzman and Boyd 
Zumwald on Wednesday, August 23, 2006. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, 
pages 65-66. The following summary is from an Internal Affairs Bureau interview 
conducted by Sergeants Tim Carr and Mike Berg. 


Deputy Gadut was working overtime in Unit 132H PM shift EE hours, on 
Wednesday, August 23, 2006. Deputy Gadut heard at approximately 1543 hours, over 
Sheriff's radio that an armed robbery had occurred and that deputies were Code 9 
(Surveillance Mode) at the intersection of Clark Avenue and Flower Street. Deputy 
Gadut arrived at the location and saw deputies conducting a felony traffic stop just west 
of the location on Flower Street. 


As Deputy Gadut neared the traffic stop, he saw the rear cargo door of the Suspects' 
vehicle raise up and two Suspects jump out of the back. The Suspects ran westbound 
on the sidewalk of Flower Street. Deputy Gadut also saw that Deputy Joyce was 
parked at the intersection of Flower Street and Virginia Avenue and was alone. Fearing 
that the Suspects might harm him, Deputy Gadut drove westbound on the south side of 
Flower Street to Deputy Joyce's location to assist him. 


As Deputy Gadut was driving to Deputy Joyce's location, he stopped at the felony traffic 
stop, along the south side of Flower Street, and saw the driver (Suspect English) ofthe 
Suspects' vehicle with his hands out of the driver's door window. He saw that there was 
only one Suspect inside the front cab of the vehicle, and because his hands were 
raised in the air, he believed he could drive past to give assistance to Deputy Joyce. 
Deputy Gadut also made sure he did not pass the Suspects as they were running 
westbound on Flower Street. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -10- SH 2177347 


As Deputy Gadut approached Deputy Joyce’s location, he saw Deputy Joyce exit his 
vehicle, point his gun at the suspect who was running toward him, and ordered him to 
stop running. The Suspect did not comply with Deputy Joyce's orders and continued 
running, turning onto northbound Virginia Avenue. Deputy Gadut said that Deputy 
Joyce was away from the radio car when he ordered the Suspect to stop running and 
did not use the radio car for cover. 


Suspect Smith ran northbound on Virginia Avenue in the middle of the street as Deputy 
Joyce followed him. Deputy Gadut turned his radio car onto Northbound Virginia 
Avenue and drove along the east side of Virginia Avenue, paralleling Deputy Joyce. 
Deputy Gadut's radio car was approximately fifteen feet east of Deputy Joyce's 
position. As Deputy Joyce was running, he was paralleling the rear end of Deputy 
Gadut's radio car. Deputy Gadut said he tried to stay parallel to Deputy Joyce as he 
was running, but it was extremely difficult to monitor the speed of his vehicle and 
maintain a visual of Suspect Smith and Deputy Joyce. 


Deputy Gadut saw Suspect Smith running northbound on Virginia Avenue with his 
hands inside his waist area. He also heard Sky Knight broadcast over Sheriffs radio 
that Suspect Smith was running with his hands inside his waist area. Deputy Gadut 
said as he was monitoring the speed of his vehicle to stay close to Deputy Joyce, 
watching the roadway and maintaining a visual of Suspect Smith, he heard two 
gunshots and immediately realized Deputy Joyce had fired his weapon at Suspect 
Smith. 


Deputy Gadut said he did not see Deputy Joyce fire his weapon because Deputy Joyce 
was paralleling the rear end of his radio car from a distance of approximately fifteen to 
twenty feet east of him. Deputy Gadut said Suspect Smith was approximately twenty to 
twenty-five feet in front of Deputy Joyce, near the west sidewalk of Virginia Avenue at 
the time Deputy Joyce fired at him the first time. 


Deputy Gadut did not see Suspect Smith when Deputy Joyce fired at him because he 
was watching the roadway. After the shooting, Deputy Gadut looked at Suspect Smith 
and saw him still running with his hands inside his waist area. Deputy Gadut said as 
Deputy Joyce shot at Suspect Smith, there were no other persons around the sidewalk 
area and beyond the sidewalk were residential homes and yards. 


Deputy Gadut said Suspect Smith was never running fast like a sprint and that it was 
more like a jog or a trot. Deputy Gadut never saw the Suspect with a gun and never 
recovered a gun from him. Deputy Gadut said as the Suspect was running, he was 
looking back at Deputy Joyce with his head turned toward his left and his back facing 
Deputy Gadut. Deputy Gadut said Suspect Smith was never pumping hís arms/hands 
when he was running, his hands were in front of his waist area. 
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Suspect Smith continued running northbound on the west sidewalk of Virginia Avenue, 
with his hands near his waist area. Deputy Gadut said as the suspect was running he 
(Gadut) was monitoring Deputy Joyce running after the Suspect northbound along the 
west side of Virginia Avenue, near the parked vehicles. He was also monitoring traffic 
conditions and keeping a visual of Suspect Smith. Deputy Gadut said he announced 
over the Sheriff's radio that a shooting had occurred. An announcement of an officer 
involved shooting was made over the Sheriff's radio, | was unable to determine if 
Deputy Gadut made the announcement. Refer to Exhibit E for the Sheriff's radio traffic 
of the incident. 


Deputy Gadut heard two more gunshots and looked toward the west sid: and saw 
Suspect Smith fall down on the dri f a garage of the residence at] Laurel 
Street P garage is located on 


. During this shooting, Deputy Joyce was several feet east of the west curb line 
of Virginia Avenue, approximately twenty-five to thirty feet in front of Suspect Smith. 


Deputy Gadut was driving along the east curb line of Virginia Avenue approximately five 
to ten feet in front of Deputy Joyce. Deputy Gadut said the reason he was in front of 
Deputy Joyce was that he had trouble maintaining a consistent vehicle speed with 
Deputy Joyce's running speed, along with watching the roadway, and keeping a visual 
of Suspect Smith. 


Deputy Gadut estimated he was approximately twenty to twenty-five feet behind 
Suspect Smith along the east side of Virginia Avenue. After Suspect Smith was shot 
and laying on the driveway cement, Deputy Gadut drove his radio car and stopped 
parallel with Suspect Smith, but still along the east side of the street. Deputy Gadut 
said the entire time he drove northbound Virginia Avenue, he estimated his vehicle 
speed to be approximately five to ten miles per hour. 


Deputy Gadut exited his radio car and saw Suspect Smith laying on his back yelling and 
crying, with blood on his hands and face. Deputy Gadut saw Deputy Joyce a few feet in 
front of the Suspect pointing his hand gun at him and ordering him to lay on his 
stomach. Deputy Gadut asked Deputy Joyce if he had the Suspect covered and 
Deputy Joyce said, "Yeah | have him covered." Deputy Gadut holstered his weapon 
and handcuffed the Suspect without further incident. Deputy Gadut requested the Fire 
Department to respond to his location for the Suspect's injuries. Refer to Exhibit B for 
Photographs of the scene and Exhibit C for Deputy Gadut's signed map of the scene. 


The following summary is from the audio portion of the interview with Deputy Moore 
with Sheriffs Homicide investigators Sergeant Martin Rodriguez and Detective Angus 
Ferguson on Wednesday, August 23, 2006.

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Moore, Gregory, Deputy 


On August 23, 2006, Deputy Moore was working as an observer assigned in 130K, Sky 
Knight helicopter (Lakewood’s Aero Unit). Deputy Moore heard over the Sheriff's radio 
that an arm ‘obbery occurred in the Bellflower area. As Deputy Moore and his 
partner orc MR approaching the robbery location, they heard over the 
Sheriff's radio that several Lakewood Station deputies were Code 9 behind the 
Suspects’ vehicle at Clark Avenue and Flower Street. Refer to Exhibit E for Sheriff's 
radio traffic of incident. 


Once they arrived above the location, deputies requested over the Sheriff's radio that 
Sky Knight broadcast the Suspects’ vehicle location. The Suspects’ vehicle traveled 
approximately an eighth of a mile westbound on Flower Street, from Clark Avenue and 
then abruptly stopped. Deputy Moore saw two males running from the Suspects’ 
vehicle, westbound on Flower Street. The Suspects (Hines and Smith) continued 
running westbound Flower Street and turned northbound onto Virginia Avenue. As 
Suspect Smith was running, Deputy Moore saw his right hand was near his waist area 
and his left hand was near his left pocket. Deputy Moore broadcasted over the Sheriff's 
Radio that Suspect Smith had his hands near his waist and advised the Deputies. 


Suspect Hines was running on the eastside of Virginia Avenue and Suspect Smith was 
running in the middle of Virginia Avenue. Deputy Moore said during this time, Sky 
Knight was on a slow, low northbound flight over Virginia Avenue and Ramona 
Elementary School and park area. Deputy Moore saw one to two deputies running after 
the Suspects, along with a Sheriff's radio car following the Suspects. Deputy Moore 
was watching the Suspects run when he heard two to three gun shots. He saw Suspect 
Smith fall onto the sidewalk, on the westside of Virginia Avenue, just south of Laurel 
Avenue. Deputy Moore did not see the deputy shoot at Suspect Smith, nor did he see 
any mussel flash from the deputy's handgun. 


Deputy Moore saw several deputies handcuffing Suspect Smith, and then turned his 
attention to Suspect Hines who had climbed over the chain link fence from eastbound 
Virginia Avenue into the Ramona Elementary School yard and park area. Suspect 
Hines ran around the school area for a couple of minutes and was arrested by Sheriff's 
deputies without further incident. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, pages 90- 
91 for his interview summary. 


The following witnesses’ summary is from their audio portion interview with Sheriffs 
Homicide Bureau Investigators Guzman and Zumwalt on Wednesday, August 23, 2006.

Deputy Pollaro was at the Suspects’ vehicle location. He saw the Suspects running 
and then stayed focused on Suspect English, the driver of the vehicle. He never heard 
or saw the officer involved shooting. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, page 
66 for his interview summary. 


Vande Vegte, Ronald, Deputy 


Deputy Vande Vegte was at the Suspects’ vehicle location. He saw the Suspects 
running and stayed focused on Suspect English, the driver of the vehicle. He heard 
four to five gun shots, but did not see the shooting. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide 
Book, page 67 for his interview summary. 


Gomez, Ted, Deputy 


Deputy Gomez was at the Suspects’ vehicle location. He saw the Suspects running 
and stayed focused on Suspect English, the driver of the vehicle. He heard a couple of 
gun shots, but did not see the shooting. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, 
page 68 for his interview summary. 


Scroggins, Jeff, Lieutenant 


Lieutenant Scroggins arrived at the Suspects’ vehicle location a minute after Suspects 
Hines and Smith ran from the vehicle. Lieutenant Scroggins assisted the deputies 
inside the school area and arrested Suspect Hines. He never heard any gun shots. 
Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, page 69 for his interview summary. 


The following witnesses summary is from their audio portion interview with Sheriff's

Deputy Suarez was at the Suspects’ vehicle location. He saw Suspect Hines run 
westbound on Flower Street and then climb over the chain link fence and into the 
school yard. He also saw Suspect Smith run westbound Flower Street and turn onto 
northbound Virginia Avenue. After watching the Suspects run, he returned his focus to 
Suspect English, the driver of the vehicle. He heard two gun shots but did not see the 
shooting. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, pages 91-93 for his interview 
summary. 
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Seelhorst, Wilbert, Sergeant 


Sergeant Seelhorst was at the Suspects’ vehicle location. He saw the Suspects 
running and stayed focused on Suspect English, the driver of the vehicle. He heard two 
to three gun shots but did not see the shooting. After the shooting, the deputies at the 
location arrested Suspect English. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, pages 
93-94 for his interview summary.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES: 


HR Pilot of Sky Knight 


On August 23, 2006,Pilot EEE was working as the pilot assigned in 130K, Sky 
Knight helicopter (Lakewood's Aero at oy assigned as a civilian pilot 
employed by the city of Lakewood. Pilot eard over the Sheriff's radio that an 
armed robbery occurred in the Bellflower area. As Pilot го his partner 
Deputy Moore were approaching the robbery location, they heard over the Sheriff's 
radio that several Lakewood Station deputies were Code 9 behind the Suspects' vehicle 
at Clark Avenue and Flower Street. 


They arrive at the scene of the Code 9 and saw the Suspects' vehicle drive westbound 
Flower Street, from Clark Avenue and abruptly stop on Flower Street, a short distance 
west of Clark Avenue. Pilot lll era from Deputy Moore that the Suspects were 
running westbound Flower Street. ES — E the Supsects turn from Flower 
Street and run northbound Virginia Avenue. 


Pilot saw a deputy behind the Suspects as they were running on Virginia 
Avenue, pointing his weapon at them. He described the deputy walking in a “Weaver 
Stance.” Sky Knight was orbiting around Virginia Avenue and Ramona Elementary 
School area at a height of approximately fifty feet. Pilot [Iwas looking into the 
horizon when he heard Deputy Moore broadcast over the Sheriff's radio that the 
Suspect (Smith) who was running along the west side of Virginia Avenue was reaching 
into his waistband. 
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Pilot EEE г he heard Deputy Moore broadcast several times that Suspect Smith 
was reaching into his waistband. Pilot was maneuvering Sky Knight and lost 
sight of the Suspects for a moment and heard three to four gunshots. Pilot 
immediately scanned the gauges of Sky Knight to verify that every instrument was 
working properly. Pilot ШЕЙ i he looked down at Suspect Smith and saw him fall 
down onto the sidewalk area. Pilot Г sic it appeared that someone had pulled 
the rug from underneath Suspect Smith by the way he fell to the sidewalk. Pilot 
BIB cciizes the Suspect had been shot. 


Pilot ШШ watched the deputies handcuffed Suspect Smith and heard them request 
the Fire Department to their location. Pict ic he turned Sky Knight around 
so Deputy Moore would have a visual on Suspect Hines who had entered into Ramona 
Elementary School from eastbound Virginia Avenue and he would have a visual on 
Suspect Smith. Pilot — ic he kept a visual on Suspect Smith after the shooting 
because he is also a certified Paramedic and wanted to assist the deputies with any 
questions they might have about Suspect Smith's injuries and also wanted to direct the 
Fire Department to the scene. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, page 91 for 
his interview summary. 


On Wednesday, August 23, 2006, Witness Ms traveling eastbound Flower 
Street, approaching Virginia Avenue, and sawthe Suspects running westbound Flower 
Street from the Suspects' vehicle. Witness stopped his car at Flower Street and 
Virginia Avenue and immediately recognized Suspect Smith because he was reaching 
into his waistband as if he was trying to retrieve something. Witness Г OBE] 
Suspect Smith was trying to retrieve a weapon and shoot at the deputy blocking traffic 
at Flower Street and Virginia Avenue. Witness said he was scared because he 
did not want to be shot or see a deputy injured. 


The Suspects ran westbound Flower Street and turned northbound onto Virginia 
Avenue. Witness | saw Suspect Hines run toward the southeast corner of the ball 
field and continue running into left field. During this incident, Witness watched 
Suspect Smith most of the time because he continued to place his hands near his waist 
area. Witness [saw the deputy following Suspect Smith with his gun pointed at 
Suspect Smith. 
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As the Deputy was pointing his gun at Suspect Smith, he saw Suspect Smith turn 
around and face the deputy in a crouching stance with his hands near his waistband. 
Witness thought Suspect Smith was going to shoot the deputy and then heard 
three to four gunshots. Witness Isaw Suspect Smith fall on the ground and 
several deputies around him. Witness| stimated the deputy was between ten to 
fifteen feet away from Suspect Smith at the time of the shooting. Witness Ш ағ 
Suspect Hines running in the park/school area and was later arrested by deputies 
without further incident. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, page 87-88 for his 
interview summary. 


The following witness was never interviewed by Sheriff Homicide Investigators. He was 
interviewed by Norwalk Station Detective Robert Renteria Lr m the scene of the 
shooting and a supplemental report was written by Detective Renteria and given to 
Investigators Guzman and Zumwalt. Senior District Attorney Investigator Phillip 
Mayasaki concurred with Homicide Investigators that Witness lllo not need to be 
re-interviewed. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book, pages 36-37 for the 
Supplemental report detailing Witness Ortiz's observations. The interview was not 
recorded. 


On Wednesday, August 23, 2006, Witness lll was standing in his front yard E | 

when he saw Sheriff's radio car conducting a traffic stop of the Suspects’ 
vehicle on Flower Street. Witness Mills two Suspects exited from the rear of the 
Suspects' vehicle and run westbound Flower Street. Suspect Hines climbed over the 
chain link fence on Flower Street and ran northeast through the school yard. 


Suspect Smith continued to run westbound on Flower Street and then turn northbound 
onto Virginia Avenue. Witness Blk several Sheriff's radio cars following Suspect 
Smith on Flower Street and then exit their cars at Flower Street and Virginia Avenue, 
following on foot. Ү/йпез5 гі as Suspect Smith ran northbound on Virginia 
Avenue, he turned around toward the deputies and stopped. Witness гіс ne 
heard three to five gun shots. Witness was not sure how many deputies fired their 
weapons. 


Suspect Smith continued to run northbound Virginia Avenue and then fell on the 
ground. Witnes: aw deputies handcuffing Suspect Smith without incident. 
Witness [was unsure if Suspect Smith had anything in his hands when he turned 
toward the deputies. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


The following summary is from the audio portion of the interview with Suspects English, 
Hines, and Smith with Sheriff's Homicide Investigators Guzman and Zumwalt on 
Wednesday, August 23, 2006. Refer to Exhibit A, inside Homicide Book pages 71-72 
for the Homicide Investigators written summary. 


Smith, Suspect 


Suspect Smith said he saw a police car behind his vehicle. Suspect Smith told Suspect 
Hines he was going to run. Suspect Smith exited the vehicle and ran westbound on 
Flower Street and saw a police car at the intersection of Flower Street and Virginia 
Avenue. Suspect Smith wanted to get away from the police car so he turned 
northbound on Virginia Avenue and continued running. 


Suspect Smith said he never placed his hands in his pockets or near his waist area. 
Suspect Smith said he ran with his arms pumping and trying to get away from the 
police. Suspect Smith did not see any police officers chasing him on foot, but he did 
see a police car following him as he ran northbound Virginia Avenue. Suspect Smith 
heard two to three gunshots and felt pain in his legs and fell on the ground. 


Suspect Smith thought he was shot in the lower leg area and then realized he was shot 
in the right thigh and right wrist. After Suspect Smith was shot, he said the deputies 
checked his pockets and handcuffed him. Suspect Smith did not have any weapons on 
him. He had the Victim’s cell phone and wallet, along with a Monster Cable Cord in his 
pockets. Suspect Smith said he was treated at the scene by the Fire Department and 
transported to the hospital. Suspect Smith told investigators that he was involved in the 
robbery at the Cellular store, but never had a gun. 


English, Suspect 

Suspect English said when he was stopped by the police, he saw suspects Hines and 
Smith run. He thought they both climbed over the chain link fence into the school yard. 
He heard several gunshots but did not see the shooting. He denied any involvement in 
the armed robbery. 

Hines, Suspect 


Suspect Hines requested to speak to an attorney and was not interviewed.
